For a number of years Azusa haa 


been working for mountain roads. Re- 
cently the Automobile Club of South- 
ern California has gotten behind this 
movement, and Pasadena also has late- 
ly taken up the work. 


Members of the Pasadena Board of 


Trade, and officials of the Automobile 
Club, accompanied by Forrest Super- 
visor K. H. Charlefon, recently went 
over the ground of the proposed An- 
Keles Road, which will be 09 miles 
long, extending from A/.usa up th<? Sun 
Oabrle! Canyon, tn CryBtitl I/ake, from 
there following the crept to Pine Flats 
and Oak V/yld to Pasadena. 


Following is a reconnaissance as 


mate, foas*vl solely on this reconnais- 
sance, Indicates a cost of $153,000 from 
Oak WyW to the divide to the West 
Fork. 


At. the TMvide the road would fork, a 


branch going to Mt. Wilson, a distance 
of about five miles. 
A commanding 


view of the San Gabriel Is obtained 
from this point. The main crest road 
will continue to the north-east.

Wnst. Fork, the road will pass along 
the crest between the San Gabriel and 
the Tejunga, through the Barley Flats 
from elevations o/ 4500 to 6000 feet.

tricts were perplexing and creating 
much anxiety to growers and experi- 
ment station men. I was informed 
that with dosages up to 200 per cent 
and with four treatments in twelve 
months, no adequate relief was ob- 
tained.

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Prof. Hodgson Tells How 


To Fight Walnut Aphis 


Among the most notable develop- 


ments in the field of economic entomol- 
ogy in recent years must be counted 
the new dust spraying method for con- 
trolling the ravages of 
the 
walnut 


aphis, as worked out by Prof. Ralph 
E. Smith of the state college of ngri- 
cultvire. 
The results of the present 


season's work have clearly indicated 
that with the new method it is now 
possible to effectively control this post 
and at less than half the cost with 
the old method of 
liquid 
spraying. 


Moreover, the dust spraying method 
developed for combatting 
the 
aphis 


promises to lend itself very readily to 
the control of similar pests of other 
orchard trees and therefore apparently 
marks a new era in orchard pest con- 
trol in California. 


While the aphis has always bicn ti 


pest of walnuts in this state, until com- 
paratively recent years it was deemed 
of 
little 
importance. Nor was 
any 


other pest, for that matter, with the 
exception of blight, considered of suf- 
ficient importance to arouse any anx- 
iety. In fact, the growing of walnuts, 
provided the trees were located on good 
Poil, was considered as: attended by less 
risk and expense than almost any other 
branch, 
of 
horticultural 
effort. 
Al- 


though still recognized as comparative- 
ly free from serious pests and diseases, 
there arc many who now realize that 
this attitude of false 
security 
has 


worked serious injury to the walnut 
industry in general. 
For to it must 


be attributed the general lack of care 
and attention given the orchards nnd 
particularly interest in combating in- 
jurious pests which have existed in 
many sections until within the last 
year or two. 


• 
It hns taken the advent of a new 


walnut pest in the form of a strain of 
codlin 
moth 
entirely distinguishable 


from the ordinary pest of apples nnd 
pears, but which hns developed a taste 
for walnuts, to bring home to growers 
in general the realization that the in- 
dustry has now reached 
the stage 


•when its existence 
as 
n 
profitable 


branch of horticultural effort depends 
upon systematic campaigns for control 
or eradication against not only the new 
menace but all the old and less serious 
ones as well. And in this renewed in- 
terest in walnut pest control fighting 
the aphis naturally assumes an impor- 
tant place. 


Another contributing reason for re- 


.newed interest in aphis control is tho 
'feeling on the part of. growers that of 
recent years aphis infestation, has been 
'much more general and serious than it. 
used to be. Many "of the older grow- 
ers are certain that eight or ten years 
ago there was much loss aphis than 
there is at the present time. 
Then, 


too, growers are beginning to realize 
that any considerable amount of aphis 
working on tho trees at the time'they 
are carrying tho developing nuts, and 
particularly 
if 
especially 
ab-vdant, 


must result in a material injury to tho 
trees, not only in a general enervating 
effect, but probably also in a reduction 
in size and weight of the nuts. To bo 
sure, there are still some who insist 
that the aphis does little injury other 
than the top-burn which follows the 
production of large amounts of honey- 
clew, but a rapidly increasing number 
of the more progressive growers 
and 


experts are of tho opinion that largo 
animal losses result from tho work of 
aphis. While on account of the many 
factors involved it will be extremely 
difficult to actually determine the loss 
per acre, such experts ns Prof. Smith, 
probably tho best informed walnut in- 
vestigator 
in the state, and Carlyle 


Thorpe, manager of the Walnut Grow- 
ers' Association, and one of th^ larg- 
est growers, feel that a safe estimate 
of the reduction in crop per acre occa- 
sioned by an average infestation 
is 


from 75 to 100 pounds of nuts. 
At 


present prices this would represent a 
loss of in the neighborhood of $15 per 
•acre. 
And not only do they believe 


the crop to be reduced in weight, but 
that a severe aphis infestation mater- 
ially 
weakens 
the trees, preventing 


them from entering the next season in 
as thrifty condition as desirable. Then- 
is also a feeling that not only does 
r.phis infestation result in a general 
devitalization and reduction in weight 
(.f the nuts, but also increases the per 
cent of perforation and 
number 
of 


"blanks." 
Mr. Thorpe in a recent 


talk on the subject 
candidly stated 


that in hi.- opinion 
aphis 
annually 


causes a loss of half a million dollars 
to California wjilnut growers. He even 


went further and prophesied that with- 
in but a few years grower? every- 
where would count aphis control meas- 
ures just as important as irrigation or 
any other cultural operation. 


In the past, where control measure? 


for the walnut aphis have 
been 
at- 


tempted, 
the 
only 
method 
avail- 


able 
has 
been 
liquid s p r a y i n g 


with nicotine sulphur of approximately 
the same strength as that used for 
spraying citrus nnd other crops for this 
pest. 
AVhile if properly applied, tho 


results obtained were entirely satisfac- 
tory, the per cent of the kill being 
very high, there are n number of Ser- 
ious drawbacks to this method. In the 
first place, the cost is nlmost prohibi- 
tive, averaging approximately 50 cents 
per tree. And not only isi tho cost 
high, but it is impossible to get over 
an orchard quickly without tho use of 
a number of spray rig? working at the 
ssiiie time. From five to ten acres, de- 
pending on the size of tho trees, is 
about all that u spray rig and two 
men can' cover, in n day's work. Minor 
drawbacks are the difficulties in cov- 
ering such large trees as old walnut 
trees and I he rather disagreeable na- 
ture of the work. On account of these 
two later, in some sections it has been

sprayers to spray walnut 
aphis. 


The new method involves the use oT 


a dry dusting mixture blown into the 
trees by means of n powder duster. 
The standard machine used at the pres- 
ent time is the dust sprayer run by a 
three-horse gasoline engine. The dus- 
ter itself is simply n centrifugal air- 
blower which is so geared up that when 
properly adjusted it delivers a cloud 
of dust which completely envelops the 
tree so that every leaf is covered. 


The outfit is usually set up on a 


sled or low lying wagon bed pulled 
either by a team or tractor, and <iic 
jot is directed from 
carriage, being kept 
ing, 
both sides of 


underneath 
the 


constantly <mov- 
the 
row being 


dusted. 
Two mm only are required, 


one to drive and the other to handle 
the nozzle. From 20 to 40 acres n day 
can be dusted by one outfit, depending 
upon the size of the trees and tho way 
in which the rig is set uj>. 
* 


The material 
used 
at the present 


time consists of 74 per cent kaolin, 24 
per cent hydratod lime, and two per 
cent nicotine sulphate. 
The latter is 


the killing agent, tho other ingredients 
serving as'-carricrs. For several years 
past, Prof. Smith has been convinced 
that; tho power blower was the solu- 
tion to the high cost of covering such 
large trees as walnuts, but the main 
difficulty has been to obtain a satisfac- 
tory dusting material. 
This material 


must.run uniform in composition, must 
bo thoroughly mixed, must not bo in- 
jurious under extraordinary weather 
conditions, and Btill must be cheap. 
Various combinations were tried be- 
fore the present entirely satisfactory 
material was developed. 
Mixtures of 


hydrated lime, sulphur, and tobacco 
dust in various strengths wore used 
and with varying results. 
It soon be- 


came evident that the sulphur must 
be discarded on account of burning. 
Equal parts of kaolin, lime and tobac- 
co dust proved fairly satisfactory last 
season, but different lots did not soern 
to give tho same efficiency, which was 
l^er found to bo due to variations In 
the nicotine content 
of the 
tobacco 


dust. 


Finally Prof. Smith decided that tho 


only way to obtain a uniform product 
was to make up a suspension of suit- 
able amounts of kaolin and lime and 
to add nicotine sulphate in any amount 
desired to make any specified strength. 
Later came the" development 
of 
a 


method of spraying the nicotine sul- 
phate onto a finely sifted mixture of 
hydrated lime and kaolin. 
When the 


material comes out of 
the 
factory, 


which is run by the Walnut Growers' 
Association, it is in n very finely divid- 
ed condition so that it blows well. 


From' iwo to three pounds of the ma- 


ternl is the average application per 
tree nnd will give a 05 per cent kill. 
The cost of the material is five cents 
per pound at the factory. Costs of ap- 
plication vary, but » number of com- 
mercial operators are dusting trees at 
five cents each, which makes the total 
cost range between 13 and l!0 cents per 
tree. 


The ki!l is affected largely by the 


fumes and is very rapid, us within a 
few minutes after dusting clouds of 
dead aphis may be seen fulling from

The zone of effective killing 
is comparatively large as for two or 
three rows beyond the dusted urea the 
trees will be found to be comparatively 
free from aphis. 


In short, the now method has at one 


stroke cut the cost more than half and 
made it possible to get over the orch- 
ard from five to six limes as fast. In 
fact, it has made it possible to profit- 
ably fight the aphis, 
ff the loss per 


acre is $15 and the cost of dusting $4, 
one can readily sec that it will pay 
to dust. 
The new method al.-to gives 


promise for successful control of the 
new codlin moth worm, for which it is 
now being lined in infested areas, dry 
powdered lead arsenate being added to 
the, aphis dusting compound. 


It should be /jointed out in connec- 


tion with a discussion of aphis control 
that it is futile for a grower to dust 
or spray his orchard when he is *ur 
rounded on all sides by untreated and 
infested orchards.

In young orchards this 
will keep up the supply, f*r the trees 
are small, the crops heavy, and cover 
nearly the whole area. 
In old orch- 


ards, where the trees nearly touch each 
other, the crops will bo insufficient, but 
even there we should grow nil that the 
meager supply of light will allow. As 
every grower wil have to study the 
specific needs of his soil, it is perhaps 
best that nn article intended for the 
guidance of beginners should not enter 
more deeply into this truly complex 
question. 
All authorities will agree 


that the advice so far given is of the 
best. 
In closing, let it be understood 


that it is necessary to use some com- 
mercial fertilizers in nearly all soils 
to supplement either stable manure Or 
cover crops or the best possible results 
will not bo obtained. 


New Regulations for Autos 


Went Into Effect This Week 


Tho provisions of the new motor ve- 


hkdo law went into effect this week. 


It behooves both owners and drivers 


to "watch their stop." One of the first 
tasks to be undertaken by the state 
highway inspectors will bo the regula- 
tion of tho uncoil trolled headlight, ac- 
cording to word received from P. J. 
Tohaney, acting superintendent of the 
motor vehicle department. 
The motor 


code provides for a new factor in the 
wiforcement of the laws, the state high- 
way inspectors, who will have their 
work tlivided into three main districts, 
southern, central, and northern. 
Tho 


chief inspector will have headquarters 
in Sacramento. 


Knoh district will be further divided 


into local districts to which will be 
assigned a certain number of inspec- 
tors as the neei! requires. 
All main 


districts will be under the immediate 
supervision of an assistant to the chief 
inspector. 
In the main, according to 


Tehaney, tho duties of the inspectors 
will be as follows: 


First—To see to it that all motor 


vehicles operated on the public high 
wny.s are properly registered, display- 
ing the number plates assigned to such 
vehicles; t h a t the certificate of regis- 
tration is in plain sight in the driver's 
compartment of the car, signed by the 
owner, and t h a t such t-ertideate accur- 
ately describes tho car to which it is 
attached; that the number plates HIT 
kept clean and visible at all times. 


Second—That all operators of motor 


vehicles tire licenst-d either as opera- 
tors or chauffeurs.
